station. 

Safe Twenty-four Hours Ago. 

‘ Twenty-four hours ago Capt. Bachmann 
and the crew of the Rickmers were waiting 
impatiently for the final effort of the wreck- 
ing tugs which should pull it free from the 
sand bar. Then the ship had been moved 
several hundred feet off the bar, and there 
seemed no doubt it would be saved. 

This morning the vessel is a wreck. Its 


masts have gone by the board, its seams are | | 


open, and water is pouring into its hold 
through them and the hatches from 
the deck, which is awash. Its crew, be 
numbed with cold and half dead from ex- 
posure, are facing death with only the hope 
that the Rescue may: arrive before the vessel 
pounds to pieces. ~~ 

When fell last night all hope of 
rescuing the imperiled men from the shore 
was abandoned. There remains the chance 


that the Sandy Hook men and their power 


lifeboat may reach the vessel from the open 
sea. Even this hope is a faint one, and the 
gigantea melon eee yay the doomed 
ship. 

The storm which turned ‘the big vessel 
trom one of the finest and largest of Ms 
kind afloat to a waterlogged and pounding 


wreck is still’ Burge pages eo 


Hugg waves are washing over the decks 
and causing the ship to pound viciously op 
the sands. The tremendous seas make it 
impossible for life savers to reach the vessel 


from the shore, although nearly thirty life 


savers, the crews of the Zach's inlet, Jones 
inlet, Short beach, and Oak Island stations 
are gathered on the shore less than half a 
mile from the wreck. 

Thus they have stood, helpless, since early 
yesterday morning. Every attempt to aid 
the stranded steamer has failed. The Zach’s 
inlet life savers were the first to see the 
damage that the storm had wrecked the 
Rickmers and to realize that the crew needed 
help. Barly in the morning they hurried their 
apparatus to the shore and two life lines 
were shot over the stranded ship. 

Benumbed as they were from exposure to 
the storm the crew of the ship seemed unable 
to aid their rescuers in operating the breeches 
buoy, but the chance for rescue passed, for 
the storm suddenly increased in fury. 

Then. the Zach’s inlet men called the life 
savers from the other stations. Additional 
mortars were set up on the shore and time and 
again the men tried to get another line over 
the doomed vessel. There was danger that 
their missiles might strike the crew lashed on 
the deck, for the vessel was gradually drag- 
ging off shore, and it soon became apparent 
that at most the lines could only reach the 
vessel, surely not pase over it. None even 
reached, however. 


More Help Is Summoned. 
Word of the situation was sent to the su- 


perintendent of the Fourth life saving dis- 


trict, and he determined as a last resort to 
summon the crack Sandy Hook crew. 

All day long these men had been on tenter- 
hooks at the possibility of having a try at the 
rescue, and word was flashed back immedi- 
ately that Capt. Lippincott was eager and 
anxious to be off, and only awaited the ar- 
rival of the Mohawk to tow their power life- 
boat. 

The revenue cutter was dispatched imme“ 
diately, and at 10 o’clock last night word 
reached here that it hed started for the 

wreck. — 

As soon as the Mohawk reaches a point 
off Zach's island the life savers will enter 
their boat and try to take the men off the 
Rickmers and land them on the revenue cut- 
ter. If the attempt fails there seems to be 
no other hope fer the unfortunates aboard the 
ship. 

Sea Pounding Boat to Pieces. 

Since night before last the vessel has 
drifted about half a mile along the shore, 
pounding as it moved and continually driving . 
its seams further and further open. It is 
a question of only hours at the most before | 
it will fall to pieces. Should this happen 
before the rescuers arrive, and the crew of 
the ship be killed, it will seem like fate to 
some of the watchers ashore. 

“When you think that until last night 
Capt. Bachmann and his crew might have 
come aghore at any time they desired it seems 
as if they were doomed to be where they 
are,“ was frequently remarkd by men on the 
shore yesterday. 

The position of the men on the ship is due 
to the rapidity with which thé storm arose, 
They virtually were trapped on board. For 
days since the Rickmers went ashore wreck- 
ing steamers and their crews have been licht- 
ering the ship of some ef thé cargo of oll. 


Shore People Reap Harvest. 

Much had been thrown aboard, but res- 
dents along the south shore reaped a harvest 
by gathering up the cans and selling the oil 
for what they could get. | 

Then barges were obtained and the oll was 
transferred from thé ship to th To ac- 
complish this work the wrecking company 
put sixty men aboard the ship on Thursday. 
They worked hard and fast, and waited just 
a moment too long before trying to return 
to their steamers.

Brother in Nemesis Role. 

In the simple language of a Norwegian 
farmer of the northwest poorly versed in the 
English tongue, but amazingly alert with a 
sense of deduction which has astonished all 
who have read his document, Helgeléin has 
told the story of his hunt for his missing 
brother. 

The skeleton of the story is retold ina mau · 
ner which throws white light upon Mrs. 
Gunness’ methods in luring victims to La- 


porte and her skill in dealing with them se- 


cretly after getting them here. 

It is enriched with details which show 
eonclusively that long before the burning 
of the house Mrs. Gunness had ample warn- 
ing that at least one of the victims of the 
farmhouse was to be searched for with vim 
and energy, and that her tenure of aid 
might be growing short. 


Story of Victim’s Brother. 


The following copy is of the document in 
‘the hands of the coroner, C. 8. Mack. It 
was made by his authority for Tun TRIBUNB:

Woman Gives False Clew. . 
“There was nothing new in this letter ex- 
cepting that it said that a man named Lam- 
phere, who worked for her, reported meeting 
a man who claimed to have UMved in Mans- 
field, S. D., and said that Andrew Helgelein 


was in Mansfield and had been there for 


some time. 


“In the same letter she said that Lam-. 


phere had been intercepting letters which 
Andrew Helgelein had written her. She said 
her hired man had found in the barn door 
a piece of a letter from Andrew to her: that 
her hired man found this in the barn door 
after Lamphere had been around the place. 

“In the same letter she said Andrew had 
been in Chicago two days; that he had writ- 
ten her not to write to him until she had re- 
ceived another letter from him; that he was 
going to New York and then to Norway. 

“Then wrote her asking her who told 
her that Andrew was in South Dakota. She 
wrote me a letter dated 124, 1908, mailed 
the 25th, saying it was crazy. Lamphere.’ 

“I had asked her to send me the letter 
she said she had received from my brother 
Andrew in Chicago. She wrote me a letter 
dated April 24, 1908 [this is the same letter 
named just above], saying that the morning 
she received Andrew's letter she left it in 
the kitchen while she went to milk the cow, 
and when she came back the letter was gone, 
and she thought either Lamphere had taken 
it or else it was burned up. 


Sends Brother’s Letter. 

In the same letter she sent me this piece 
of Andrew's letter, which she said had been 
found in the barn, and for which I had asked 
ner. Hereis the pieceps letter. It ils my poor 
Andrews writing.’ 

“She said, answering a question I had 
asked her, that she did not know where he 
was- that she herself was trying to find out. 

She also said that Andrew had left her 


place on the 16th or 15th of January to go to 


Michigan City; that her little 11 year old 
daughter had taken him to the station. In 
the same letter she said, answering a ques- 
tion I hed asked as to how much money 
Andrew had, that the money had been sent 
him while he was at her place, that she had 
received some of it, giving him a mortgage 
on her farm. In the same letter she said 
Andrew had some checks on him ard some 
money—she did not know how much—and 
the mortgage she had given him. She did 
not think the papers were payable to any one 
other than himself. 


Bait Set for Brother. A 


In the same letter she said, answering my 
offer to send her money to use in finding An- 
drew, that she would spend her own money to 
try to find him; that she wanted to find out 
where he was, and was willing to spend 
money herself to find him; that if I would 
come in May, she would help me to find him. 

“In the same letter she said she thought 1 


had better sell Andrews stock, and bring the 


money to her house, and she would try to help 


me find Andrew. 


“Tn this correspondence above described 
with Mra. Gunness my intention was to get 
her to express herself I did not feel friendly 
to her, but I wanted to draw her out. 

“ Barly in April I had my brother Henry 
inquire at the First National bank in Aber- 
deen, S. D., whether my brother Andrew had 
drawn any money. Henry learned that he 
had, and that the papers had been forwarded 
for collection by the First National bank in 
Laporte, Ind. 

“Then I wrote to the First National bank 
in Laporte for information about the man 
who left a certificate of deposit given by the 
First National bank of Aberdeen, and paid 
by the bank in Aberdeen on Jan. 10, 1908. 1 
also asked for the description of the man who 
got the money. 


Bank Gives Clew. 


“The cashier of the bank in Laporte an- 
swered me in a letter dated April 10, 1908, 
saying Andrew K. Helgelein drew the money. 
The same day I got a letter from the cashier 
of the bank in Laporte dated April 11, 1908, 
saying Mrs. Gunness had called that day and 
promised to write me all the information she 
had; that she said she would not be sur- 
prised if Andrew would come back to her 
within a few weeks. 

“I then wrote the First National bank in 
Laporte inclosing a picture of my brother 
Andrew and asking if he was the man who 
drew the money. I also asked them to em- 
ploy reliable parties to quickly investigate, 
and if possible learn what had become of 
my brother. I told them that I would pay 
the bills. I received a letter written by the 
cashier of the First National bank in La- 
porte dated April 27, 1908. He said there 
was no doubt that the picture sent was that 
of the man who had the checks cashed. 


Begins Hunt on Ground. 

The Laporte Herald of April 28, 1908, was 
sent me by the First National bank of La- 
porte, Ind. I received it May 1. It told of 
the fire at the Gunness place, the house and 
four bodies burned. I left home that same 
day for Aberdeen. I stayed there until 8:45 
Dp. m. I talked the matter over with the 
sheriff and the chief ef police there. 

I got a letter from the sheriff in Aberdeen 
to the sheriff in Laporte and one from the 
chief of police there to the chief of police in 
Laporte. I reached Laporte about 12 o'clock 
Sunday night, May 3. The morning of May 4 
I went to the courthouse to see if the mort- 
gage which Mrs. Gunness had written me 
about as given to my brother Andrew was 
recorded. There was no record of it. 

“I went to the sheriff. I had made up my 
mind that my brother must be in Laporte. 
Im the afternoon Sheriff Smutzer took me to 
Nicholson’s, near the Gunness place. I 
walked over to the Gunness place. I spent 
the balance of the day working with two 
men in the cellar, looking over the débris. 

“TI asked questions about my brother. No- 
body could tell me anything except what 
Mrs. Gunmess had told. She had told the 
two men who worked in the celfar with and 
for me that Lamphere was jealous of the 
man from the west, who helped her with the 
money—about $1,000—and that he, Lamphere, 
would like to get at him—the man from the 
west. The two men who said Mrs. Gunness 
had told them thie were Joseph Maxon and 
D. M. Hutson 
he morning of May 5 I went back and 
found Maxon and Hutson working in the 
cellar. Maxon told me Mrs. Gunness was 
afraid Lamphere would kill her. A number 
of times she did not dare leave her children 
alone lest Lamphere ‘would kill them; that 
Lamphere would come around there in the 
night, and once or twice had hidden himself 
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| picked up around the yard there.

He told me he filled up the hole in the 
garden there in March. He did not remember 
the date. Mrs. Gunness had told him she 
had the hole dug to put rubbish into it. Mrs, 
Gunnees helped, raking, picking up oid 
cans, shoes, or rubbish, and the man Max- 
on, I think, wheeled it in a wheelbarrow 
to the hole and dumped it in.

Finds Brother’s Body. 

After we had been digging a little I no- 
ticed an awful bad smell. Mrs. Maxon told 
me that Mrs, Gunness had put a lot of old to- 
mato cans and fish there, may be they made 
it smell. 

“We struck something hard and covered 
with gunny sack. We lifted the oficloth and 
the gunny sack. When we saw the neck of 
a body and an arm we stopped and I 
sent Maxon to town for the sheriff, telling him 
to bring an officer. I covered the place with 
an old coat and two gunry sacks that I 
I and the 
other ,man, Hutson, cleared away the dirt, 
digging around the hole until the officers 
came. When the sheriff came I turned the 
matter over to him. 

J believe that the body in question, the 
first one unearthed in the garden in Mrs. 
Gunness’ place, is that of my brother, An- 
drew K. Helgelein.. I do not believe it. I 
am sure of it. I identify it. 

Before writing to Mrs. Minnie D. Cone in 
Minneapolis I wrote to my sister, Annie 
Hanson, in Lebanon, Porter county, S. D., 
asking if Andrew had been there. She said 
no, that she had written to Norway to ask 
if he had gone there. I felt sure he had not 
gone to Norway. I have received two letters 
from my brother in Norway, the last dated 
March 27, 1908. He had not heard anything 
from Andrew. ASLE K. HELGELZIN.” 


Is Mrs. Gunness Alive? 

After reading the foregoing Coroner Mack 
said frankly that he is harried with doubt 
as to whether Mrs. Gunness is alive or dead. 

I never have permitted the body of the 
woman at the morgue to be described as 
that of Mrs. Gunness in the official record.“ 
he said. ‘‘I shall have to have more evi- 
dence before I am satisfied that it is hers.”’ 

The fact that the head of the body has not 
been found and that no tiny meltings of 
gold were discovered when the ashes and 
a6bris in the cellar of the ruined house 
were sifted on the Saturday after the 
fire of April 28, weighs heavily with those 
who believe Mrs. Gunness to be alive. 

I. P. Norton, dentist, ie certain that he 
can identify Mrs. Gunness' teeth if they can 
be found. The upper ones wefé crowned 
with gold and there was ccnsiderable bridge 
work. 

The missing head and the failure to find 
any of the teeth is the best rib in the theory 
that re. Gunness got away alive. Cer- 
tainly she did not decapitate herself. 

But it is highly disconcerting to the theory 
to consider that the headless body. when 
found, was clasping the body of Mrs. Gun- 
ness’ son Phillip in its arms. 

It appears incredible that the woman could 
have succeeded in putting the boy in the 
arms of a cadaver or another woman firmly 
enough to prevent it from falling out when 
the ruins fell into the cellar. 

But developments have indicated that Mrs. 
Gunness proceeded in her work with an in- 
genuity nothing short of devilish. 

In view of the fact that it is well estab- 
lished that the late Mr. Gunness was struck 
in the head in his own house and died there, 
it is of interest to note in the appended deposi- 
tion of Mrs. G. A. Olander the story that 
Mrs. Gunness told her when she visited the 
Gunness house shortly after the death, | 

The conduct of Mrs. Gunness at the time 
is described with considerable detail—the sort 
of observations any woman visitor would 
have been likely to make. 


Girl Victim’s Sister Talks. 

In her deposition Mrs. Olander said: 

“I live with my husband at 2818 South Park 
avenue, Chicago. My maiden name was May 
Olsen. Jennie Olsen is my sister. I am 23 
years old. She, if living, became 18 yesterday. 

“I was 6 or 7 years old when my mother 
died and when Jennie was taken to live with 
Mr. and Mrs. Mads Sorenson. So long as Mr. 
Sorenson lived and for a short time after, 
while Mrs. Sorenson was living in Austin, we 
saw Jennie frequently. 

“My father would often take me to Mr. 
Sorenson's house and often Jennie would 
come to our house, After Mrs. Sorenson left 
Austin I didn’t see Jennie until about five 
years ago, when Jennie came from Laporte 
and staid about a month at our home—that is, 
my father’s home at 7887 Evans avenue, 
Chicago. 

She seemed. reasonably contented. with us, 
but still she wanted to get back to Mrs. Gun- 
ness. I asked her whether she did not want 
to come back and live with us, but she said 
she liked better to live with Mrs. Gunness. 
She told me nothing about Mrs. Gunness, ex- 
cept that she liked Mrs, Gunness 


The next time I.saw Jennie was a couple 
of weeks or about that after Mr. Gunness’ 
death. We saw a notice of the death in a 
Chicago paper. Mrs. Gunness had a us 
rothing about it. 

‘I came out to Laporte at euak thes abe 
etaid the day, arriving in the morning and 
going back in the evening. I did not want 
to broach the subject of Mr. Gunness’ death, 
and waited, thinking she wens. speak, but’ 
she did not. 

It was perhaps half an hour atter I 
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entered the house that I 3 of Mr. Gun- 
ress’ death. When I asked if it was Mr. 
Gunness who died she scid Tes.“ She 
reges me how I had learned of ft. 

I told her I saw mention of it in the 
Chicago paper. She said: ‘My! was it in 
‘he Chicago papers? She asked me what it 
stated. 

“I told her that they seemed to think it 
was mysterious—that the papers spoke of It 
es a mysterious finding, that a sausage 
srinder had hit him. She laughed and made 
licht of that. 

“She said: ‘O, no, there was nothing 
mysterious about it. This is the way it 
Fappened: He went to Laporte in the morn- 
ing to purchase a sausage grinder, and saw 
one on the shelf teat he wanted. He reached 
vp to get it, it elipped and fell on his head 
end killed him, and they brought him home 
Jead.’ 


Sees Sister for Last Time. 


“Two years ago this coming summer mx. 


sister Azora—we called her Sarah—andI were 
staying at Mr. Northam’s in Kingsbury. We 
two and Dan Northam drove up from Kings- 
bury to Mrs. Gunness'. 

Our stay at Mrs. Gunness’ could not have 
been more than an hour. We did not remove 
our hats. We just talked general matters. 
We talked with the children. 

„Jennie came in and played on the piano 
for us. The only ones we saw at this visit 
were Mrs. Gunness, Jennie, Myrtie, and Lacy 
Sorenson, and Philip Gunness and thé hired 
man on the place, whose name I do not know. 

Thad no talk with Jennie alone on that 
visit. She just sat in with all of us, .I asked 
Mrs. Gunness if she wouldn't let Jennie come 
to Visit us at some time, and also-let me hear 
from Jennie by mall. She said she would. 
That is the last time I saw Jennie or Mrs. 
Gunness or heard from either of them. 


No Answers to Letters. 

J wrote several letters, but got no answer 
to any ot them. Sarah (i. e.: Agora) had been 
fo see Jennie early that summer or else in 
the preceding spring. 

Mrs. Gunness never ‘seemed anxious to 
have Jennie on friendly terms with us. We 
thought it was jealousy on Mrs. Gunness’ 
part and fear that Jennie would get to liking 
staying with us. 

thought Mrs. Gunness was a good, kind- 
ly woman. I always thought so until her 
home burned last week. Last Friday I came 
out to see about Jennie. We had heard that 
Mrs. Gunness was going to send Jennie to 
a college in Minneapolis, and after the fire I 
thought Jennie might be up at that college. 

“As only three children were reported 
burned at the fire I thought Jennie could not

Helgslein’s Body Removed. 

The third day of Laporte’s horrible mystery 
broke cheerless and drizzly, but in spite of the 
inclement weather Sheriff Smutser drove to 
the Gunness farm to learn if anything of im- 
portance had occurred there during the 
night. 

With the permission of 8 Charles 8. 
Mack he ordered the removal of the body of 
Andrew Heigelein, the identification of which 
now la accepted, to Catler’s morgue, where 
were made the preparations necessary to the 
thorough post-mortem examination which 
will be made to determine If arsenic, strych- 
nine, or some other poison was not responsi- 
ble for the unusually well preserved condi- 
tion of the organs. . 

The analysis was not completed by Dr. J. 
H. William Meyer, but he declared that he 
felt certain from his. ‘investigation that 
Helgelein was not murdered by violence, but 
that poison was administered to him in his 
food. 

Dozens of little gfoups of people made their 
way through the drigzling rain to the scene 
of the excavations of the last two days, but

LETTER LURES MAN TO DEATH. 


Missive from Bella Gunness to One of 
Her Victims Demands Cash De- 
posit and Interview. 


Waupaca. Wis.. May 7.—The letter which 
Carl Peterson of Waupaca received from 
Mrs. Bella Gunness, the alleged Laporte. 
murderess, has been translated from Nor- 
wegian into English, It is as follows: 

„Carl Peterson, Waupaca. W1s.—Dear Sir: 
As I some time ago received from you a 
letter in answer to my advertisement in the 
Scandinavian, I will with pleasure answer 
the same. 

“The reason I waited for some time is that 
there have been other answers to the same 
advertisement. As many as fifty have been 
received. and it bas been impossible to an- 
swer all. I have picked out the most re- 
spectable and I have decided that yours ig 
euch. 

First I will tell you that I am a Nor- 
wegian and have been in this country for 
twenty years. I live in Indiana, about fifty- 
nine miles from Chicago and one mile north 
of Laporte. I am the sole owner of a nice 
homie, pretty location. 

There are seventy-five acres of land, also 
all kinds of crops, improved land, apples, 
plums, and currants. I am on a boulevard 
road and have a twelve room house. prac- 


tically new, a windmill, and all modern im 


provements, situated in a beautiful suburb 
of Chicago, worth about $15,000. 


Wants Rest in Home.

Urged on by the revelations of the Bella 
Gunness human slaughter house in La- 
porte, where, it is believed now, victims were 
lured to the basement murder chamber by 
means of matrimonial advertisements, 
United States District Attorney Sims has 
started a new anti-affinity campaign. He 
gave instructions yesterday that every man- 
ager of an affinity finding bureau in the 
Chicago district be placed under arrest im- 
mediately. | 

Seward 8S. Shirer, assistant district at- 
torney, who has chad charge of the prose- 
cution of Cupid maters, and who, through 
postoffice inspectors, has secured evidence 
against twenty-two soul partner concerns, 
said: 

„We have conclusive evidence to prove 
certain so-called matrimonial agencies have 
sent young girls to disorderly places in the 
red light district. The revelations in La- 
porte have been sucn that we almost believe 
different alleged ‘matcher up bureaus 
have sent men and women to such murder 
establishments as the one thought to have 
been run by Mrs. Gunness in Laporte. 

No Limit to Cupidity. 

This probably was done to rob them of 
the few cents they may have had in their 
pockets. I believe the managers of the bu- 
reaus will go to any depth in order to wring 
a few pennies from these poor persons who 
answer their alluring advertisements. 

“The persons who answer these adver- 
‘isements are an -unintellectual set, and 
could be murdered and put out of the way 
without much danger of exposure. While I 
do not mean to say all matrimonial agen- 
les do this class of work—murder on whole- 
sale style—I insist all are illegal, and there 
ig no telling how far each manager will 
go in his desire to secure all the money he 
can. 

„% For this reason instructions were given 
to postoffice inspectors to arrest any suspect 
who showed the least disposition to leave 
“hicago. I am confident all will be arrested 
before the end of this month.”. 

Arrest Isaac R. Warn. 

Following the instructions of Attorneys 
Sims and Shirer, Isaac R. Warti, said to be 
one of the wealthiest *“‘ Cupid hunting” 
proprietors, was arrested early in the morn- 
ing at his home, 833 Washington boulevard. 

Warn is charged in an information filed 
before United States Commissioner Foote. 
with using the mails to defraud. He was 
arrested by a United States marshal as he 
was leaving his home about 40’clock in the 
morning. He was released after furnishing 
honds of $5,000, five times the bail asked 
in the former matrimonial agency arrests. 

Warn's matrimonial agency was one ef 
the most mysterious in Chicago. His Wash- 
‘ngton boulevard residence is a fine stone 
rouse, and he was believed by his neigh- 
hors to be a wealthy retired business man. 

His agency was conducted, so Postoffice

Warn, it ig said, advertised the same as 
Mrs. E. L. Glinn and Marian Grey, both of 
whom were sentenced to the bridewell for 
one year for conducting fraudulent agencies. 

He is agcused of making appointments for 
prospective soul mates and to have accepted 
the regulation Cupid trust fee of $5 for his 
assistance. The literature sent out by him is 
practically the same as that used by the 
Marian Grey Searchlight club and the Glinn 
International agency.

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ROCKFORD BOODLERS FINED 


Aldermen ‘Carty and Reynolds 
Plead@Ginilty to Bribery. 


INDICTED ‘BY GRAND JURY. 


Former. Councilman Paulson Is Ex- 
pected to Admit Charges. 


Rockford, III., May 7.—[{Special.}—Investi- 
gation of the municipal graft scandal reached 
a climax today in the Circuit court when 
Edward Carty, for five years an influential 
member of the city council and 4 well known 
business man pleaded guilty to an indict- 
ment for bribery and was fined $3,000 and 
costs by Judge Arthur H. Frost. 

Patrick H. Reynolds, who resigned his seat 
in the council two weeks ago, and was in 
dicted on the same charge, followed Carty 
to the bar. On his plea of guilty he was 
fined $500 apd costs. 

Another indictment was returned against 
Otto Paulson, a former alderman, who re- 
signed after the disclosures he made to the 
committee investigating thd charges of 

rafting. Paulson did not appear in court, 

ut State's Attorney North said he expected 
him to report tomorrow. 


Paulson Plea Expected. 

It is believed that Paulson will enter a 
plea of guilty and his fine will be the same 
as Reynolds’. The state’s attorney did not 
ask for a penitentiary sentence in either 
case, and wheh the fines had been imposed 
did not ask for a commitment order. It is 
understood the fines will be paid tomorrow. 

Before entering a plea of guilty Ald. Carty 
handed his resignation from the city council 
to the state's attorney. 

The grand jufy wkich réported this morn- 
ing received the evidence, prepared by »s 
special citizens’ committee which has been 


probing the graft charges for more than , 


three weeks. 

At 3:30 this afternoon the indictments for 
bribery against Carty, Reynolds, and Paul- 
son were returned. ' 


Charges in the Indictments. 


Carty was charged with having accepted 
$500 from Harvey Geer to use his influence 
in passing an ordinance desired by the Cen- 
tral Heat and,Power company, of which 
Geer was secretary. 

The indictment against Paulson charges 
that he gave $150 to Reynolds.on Feb. 1, 1907, 
to vote for the purchase of a Snow engine 
for the municipal water works. 

The indictment to which Reynolds pleaded 
guilty charged him with having accepted 
$100 from Ald. Carty to vote for the Central 
Heat and Power company's ordinance. 
Reynolds appeared as a witness against 
Paulson and Paulson was called. before the 
grand jury in the same capacity against 
Reynolds. 

Geer was, the principal witness against 
Carty and obtained immunity by his testi- 


mony. : 
Carty Is Shielding Others. 

Persistent rumors to the effect that Carty 
could supply information seriously affecting 
others, but had determined to bear,the bur- 
den alone, were given atrong color by State’s 
Attorney North in declining to ask: for a 
prison sentence. 

Carty’s confession and acceptance of pun- 
ishment have created the biggest sensation of 
the inquiry. Plated under arrest two weeks 
ago, nf continued to attend the council meet- 
ings and steadily declared his innocence. 

The grand jury was adjourned to Wednes- 
day, May 13. It was intimated by State's 
Attorney North th&t the citizens’ committee 
will resume its inquiry immediately.

Springfield, III. May 7.— The Illinois pro- 
hibition convention was adjourned this aft- 
ernoon after adopting a platform. The plat- 
form demands the repeal of the internal 
revenue tax on alcoholic liquors and the im- 
mediate prohibition of the liquor traffic for 
beverage purposes in the District of Colum- 
bia, in the territories, and all places over 
which the national government has juris- 
diction. 4 

It declares that the time has come when the 
rights of the states should be protected by a 
national law entirely prohibiting interstate 
traffic in intoxicating liquors; favors a gradu- 
ated income and Inheritance tax, and econ- 
cmy ; favors the establishment of pcstal say- 
ings banks. 

It demands laws relating to corporations 
engaged in interstate business; revision of 
the tariff on the bagis that no trust made 
goods shall receive protection; and favors a 
permanent tariff commission to furnish con- 
gress with information from time to time. 


View on State Issues, 

On state issues the piatform.denies the 
right of any efty to nullify any state law; 
favors an initiative and referendum: de- 
mands the abolition of the fee system for 
all state and county offices; condemns the 
social evil of traffic in girls; demands ade- 
quate laws for the impeachment of officials 
who neglect or refuse to enforce the laws. 

It favors a law prohibiting the issuing to 
and the use of raffroad pasees by public offi- 
cials and candidates for offices: holds that 
the process. of injunction should be restored 
to its rational and normal use, and that in- 
dustries should be made to bear the burden 
of accident Iiabilities incident to their ex- 
istence, and favors the enactment of wise 
laws for the prevention of child labor. 

It favors public ownership of public utili- 
ties; denounces stock gambling on the board 
of trade; favors woman suffrage: favors a 
state board of control for the state char- 
itable institutions; declares in favor of a 
deep waterway from Chicago to the gulf; 
favors one term service for the governor 
of the state; favors a law for state’ local 


option; demands that the Sunday laws be 


enforced uniformly throughout the state 
and denies the right of the legislature to 
grant any city or community any privileges 
rd immunities not granted to the state at 
arge. 


Hits Other Parties. 


The republican and democrafic partisans 
are denounced for the planks inserted in their 
platforms on the subject of personal liberty.

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URGE NARROW THEATER SEATS 


Managers Ask Change in Law to 
Permit Larger Crowds.

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Twelve theatrical managers, with L. D. 
Condee as their spokesman, appeared before 
a subcommittee of the council building com- 
mittee yesterday to plead for the privilege of 
furnishing narrower seats to their patrons. 

The subcommittee took no actfon, prefer- 
ring to await the return to the city of Chair- 
man Jones of the main committee, who, asa 
practical builder, has decided views on the 
question. 9 

There were two prospective ordinances be- 
fore the subcommittee. One allowed theaters 
of class IV. to put in seats eighteen inches 
wide. The other allows theaters of the first 
class to crowd chairs into boxes provided that 
each chair has 4% square feet. In case ofa 
new theater the space should be 5 square 
feet a chair. Another ordinance recommended 
by the former committee allowed the first 
class theaters to reduce the width of their 
seats from 22 to 20 inches, but Ald. Jones 
promptly held this up as soon as he took 
charge of the new committee, and it is now 
on the shelf with little chance of being callet 
up in the council, 


Committee Not Convinced. 

Mr. Condee spoke of the stringent terms of 
the ordinance passed after the Iroquois tire 
and the financial hardships entailed. He 
demonstrated to the entire satisfaction of 
himself and his fellow managere that the 
ordinances asked for were to the mutual 
benefit of the managers and the theater going 
public. The public was not represented at the 
meeting except by members of the commit- 
tee. 

But the committee refused to be convinced. 
One of the members took an ordinary chair 
and marked out four and one-half square feet 
of space around it. He discovered there was 
not any space in which to stretch his lege 
were he so disposed. So no action was taken. 
The committee, however, did decide to visit 
theatérs of Class IV, the Bush Temple, the 
Whitney and others, and inquire into their 
complaints. 

At the same time Building Commissioner 
Downey entered a complaint against the 
manner in which the first class theaters were 
evading the present ordinance. It provides 
for thirty-two inches from the back of one 
seat to the back of the one in front of it, 
and the commissioner holds that this is all 
that is needed. But the theaters have cur- 
talled the Space by putting in slot machines 
for candy and opera giasses, 

Favor Hospital Regulations. 


The health committee concurred in the 
recommendations of Commissioner Evans 
for stficter supervision of hospitals by 
the health department. It was explained 
that there was no hardship in them for the 
reputable hospitals, while they would put 
e stop to certain practices in some of the 
disreputable institutions. Hig 

The ordinance provides for an advisory 
board of three physicians to be named by 
the commissioner, which shall have general 
supervision of ail hospitals, and for reports 
from all hospitals to the department of all 
cases admitted, giving the names and ages 
of the patients, the diseases with which 
they are suffering, and other details which 
reputable hospitals take for their own in- 
formation. It also provides that all hos- 
pitals admitting 10 per cent of its patients 
free shall be exempt from the license fee of 
$100. 

The committee also recommended an ordi- 
nance licensing so-called free dispensa- 
ries."’ They must take out a license, costing 
$20 a year, and make reports to the depart- 
ment of all cases treated by them.

The general call was issued to an additional 
hundred smaller organizations and is ex- 
pected to bring nearly 200 delegates to the 
conference. 


Commerce Association Acts. 

While the Illinois Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion was preparing the call the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce, through its freight 
transportation committee and twenty mem- 
bers representing the largest of Chicago's 
commercial interests, met in conference at 
the Midday club and prepared resolutions 
condemning the action of the eastern rail- 
roads. The committee appointed to draft the 
resolutions consisted of Albert A. Sprague of 
Sprague, Warner & Co., James Simpson of 
Marshall Field & Co., and Clyde M. Carr of 
Joseph T. Ryerson & Sons. 

A tehtative draft of the resolutions was 
submitted to A. C. Bartlett of Hibbard Spen- 
cer, Bartlett & Co., and Franklin MacVeagh 
of Franklin MacVeagh & Co., in the evening 
before being submitted to the executive com- 
mittee of the association today for final ac- 
tion. 

The resolutions bitterly condemn any ad- 
vance of rates at the present time. They 
point out that the railroads recently have 
floated $600,000,000 in notes for improvements 
for which they now ask funds in the shape of 
higher rates. 

The fact that rates were increased jn‘ 1888, 
in a period of prosperity, and were not low- 
ered in the panic period of 1808, again were 
increased in 1899, and were not lowered dur- 
ing the recent depression is a basis for ques- 
tioning what has become of the earnings. 

The Business Men's league and the Mer- 
chants’ association of St. Louis, which held 
conferences yesterday, also offered help in 
the combined attack against a rate advance. 

Further support in the fight will be offered 
Monday, when the National Industrial Traffic 
league, an organization of shippers, will meet 
in Chicago to plan their part of the contest. 


Big Fight Foreseen. 

With practically all the industrial interests 
of the country cryetallized in a compact or- 
ganization on the one side and the interests 
of the eastern railroads on the other, the 
greatest industrial and legal fight in the his- 
tory of the country is imminent, unless the 
railroads abandon the attempt to advance 
rates. The issue will involve state and fed- 
eral courts and commissions. for admittedly 
on the part of the railroad interests an im- 
portant phase in the fight will be an effort to 
settle the question of jurisdiction with the 
hope that federal jurisdiction wil! be estab- 
lished. No other alternative than a long 
drawn out struggle seems probable, as the 
railroad interests have announced as final 
their intention to make the advance in 
freight rates.

Five million germs have been found in a single 
fly speck and a million germs are commonly carried on a fly's foot. 

Tubercdlosis; as well as typhoid fever, may be communicated to human beings 
by the fly Which hag walked in the sputum of tuberculosis patients either fn 
the street, at their homes, or in the hospitals. Flies by the dozen have been 
found in the sputum cups of patients. The time will come, it is to be hoped, 
when the fly will be hunted with the same energy as wolves were when they 
infested the country or rats or any other troublesome pests. 

The city can do much in the way of educating the public, keeping the streets 
clean, baying garbage and manure kept in closed receptacles, where the files 
canfiot get in to breed. In time other measures will be taken to exterminate 
them a8 mosquitoes have been exterminated to prevent the spread of malaria 


and kindred diseases.

It hes been legally demonstrated in the United States that the fly disseminates 


typhoid fever, 


In the Common Pleas court of Philadelphia Gabriel Upton of 


Germantown brought sult dgainst Philadelphia on the ground that he had con- 
tracted typhald fever.in consequence of the city’s negligence of health regu- 
lations. He was awarded $1,500 damages. The city had been building a sewer 
and hed turned the sewage into an open creek that ran through Upton's prop- 


erty. 


Higher up there had been a case of typhoid fever, and, although there 


had been nothing to show that his drinking water supply had been contami- 
nated, he caught the disease, which must have been carried to him by the flies, 
Dr. Henry Skinner, entomologist of the Academy of Natural Sciences, gave this 


evidence upon the subject: 


“He (Upton) could be infected by insecta settling on sewage matter and then 
coming into his dining room in the summer or fall, when the windows were 
open, and directly contaminating the food. In that way, I believe, he could 
acquire the disease either by direct or indirect contamination. 

“The modern views,” he continued, “are that typhoid is commonly produced le- 
respective of water supply, although that is a frequent source, because water is 
a common carrier, and the germ being in the soil and the water flowing over 
the soll, a great many cases are produced in that way. But in many instances 


in camps the water supply has been found perfect. 


For instance, at Camp 


Meade, I understand that the water supply as a source of contagion has been 


eliminated.

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HEINZE AS SLEUTH FOR SELF 


Helps Take Alleged Blackmailer 
from West by Ruse. 


ECHO OF CUPID-BANK DEAL. 


Associate of Copper Man Wedded Clerk 
„Who Knew Things.“ 


New York, May T7. —I Special. IL Edward E. 
Brennan, a lawyer of Butte, Mont., was ar- 
rested this afternoon in the office of F. Au- 
gustus Heinze on the charge of extorting 
$40,000 in demand notes from Mr. Heinze. 
At the same time Brennan handed over to 
Heinze two affidavits he said would preclude 
the possibility of Heinze being prosecuted 
for an old bank case in Butte. | 

The story as outlined to Assistant District 
Attorney Nott is that in 1900 Mr. Heinze or- 
ganized the tna Banking and Trust com- 
pany at Butte with a capital of $100,000, 
partly in notes and other securities. The 
cashier of the bank was A. R. Clements and 
he was accused of not making a proper state- 
ment of the paid in capital of the bank, as 
required by the banking laws of the state. 
Under the Montana laws it is a felony not 
only to make or sign such a statement, but 
also to publish it. 

Cupid Aid in Lawsuit. 


Clements was indicted, the prosecution con- 
tending there was not a cash capital as set 
forth in the, statement, but the capital con- 
sisted of securities and notes, some of them 
from Mr. Heinze. In the bank was a young 
woman clerk and before his trial Clements 


married her. 

As husband and wife cannot testify against 
each other under the Montana law, if her 
testimony was of any importance it could 
not be received at Clements’ trial. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Heinse's lawyers Clements and 
his wife were the only ones who knew any- 
thing about the bank statement. 

Clements did not go on the stand and was 
acquitted. Brennan was Clemente’ lawyer. 

Mr. Heinze charges that soon after Clem- 
ents was acquitted Brennan came to this city 
and saw Mr. Heinze. He said Clements was 
in financia] stress. Brennan told Mr. Heinze, 
it is charged, that Clements felt that Mr. 
Heinze owed something to him and that he 
was in a position to hurt him if Mr. Heinze 
did not care for his good will. 


Lawyer Caught by Ruse. 


Mr. Heinze denied that he owed anything 
to Clements, but Brennan sald he had the 
couple in the palm of his hand, and that they 
would testify against Mr. Heinze, and it 
was worth at least $100,000 to prevent such 
a thing. Brennan is said to have intimated 
that unless Mr. Heinze gave up he might 
expect criminal prosecution in the Mon- 
tana courts. 

Mr. Heinze put Brennan off, he says, and 
went to District Attorney Jerome with nis 
story. Brennan came back on Wednesday, 
Two detectives were behind a door with a 
convenient crack in it. Two promissory 
notes payable on demand for $12,500 each 
and a note for $15,000 were made out by 
Mr. Heinze to himself and indorsed to his 
order. Brennan, it is said, handed over two 
affidavits purporting to be from Clements 
and his wife. The detectives walked in and 
arrested him. 


BIG SLUMP IN TREASURE TALE. 


Owner of Farm Who Is Sued for Ket- 
tle of Money Testifies He Found 
$35, Not $30,000. 


Appleton, Wis., May 7.—Mrs. John Schmall 
was defeated today, at least temporarily, in 
ber suit to recover treasure said to have 
amounted to $30,000 which was dug up on 
a farm purchased from her by Louis Hoff- 
‘nan. At the trial of the case Hoffman testi- 
fied that the amount he dug up was $35 
instead of $80,000. Efforts of the woman's 
attorney to ascertain how much of the 
treasure was in gold coin were of no avail, 
as Hoffman's attorney objected and the ob- 
jections were sustained by the court. Plain- 
tiff says she will take the case to another 
court. 

The farm was sold to Hoffman three 
years ago. and while the new owner was 
blasting stümps several weeks ago he un- 
carthed a kettle said to have contained $30,- 
600 in coin and currency. 

Mrs. Schmall alleges the money was bur- 
fied by her husband, and brought suit to 
recover. 


TRAINS DELAYED BY STORMS.

JEROME ON THE DEFENSIVE 


Admits He Didn't Prosecute 
Ryan; Says He Won't. 


‘MET’ DEAL LOOKED CROOKED 


Confesses That He Didn’t Investigate 
Ice Trust Contracts. 


New York, May 7.—[Special.]—Just before 
the cross examination of District Attorney 
Jerome closed today at the hearing on the 
charges brought against him by the King 
committee of the Metropolitan Street rail- 
way stockholders before Commissioner 
Richard L. Hand, tt was brought out that 
about the time of the indictment of Edward 
R. Thomas Mr. Jerome. entertained Mr. 
Thomas at dinner at the City club and ad- 
vised him to drop Edw Lauterbach as his 
lawyer and retain ex-Justice Davy. 4 

Ex-Justice Davy is a warm personal friend 
of Mr. Jerome and was one of those who 
wrote letters commending the district at- 
torney when the charges were bro t by 
the committee of which William F. King is 
chairman. 

District Attorney Jerome also admitted 
thet he had never asked the grand jury to 
indict Thomas F. Ryan as a result of the 
paper road transaction, and added he never 
would ask for his indictment. 

In the face of this the grand jury minutes 
for November show that Jerome told Anthony 
N. Brady that that transaction looked 
“crooked,”’ and that Brady and Ryan were 
under suspicion because of it. 


Jerome also confessed that he had never 


made an examination of the contracts made 
by the ice trust which tended fo show it was 
violating the anti-trust law. | 

It also was brought out that Jerome had 
obtained only one conviction in cases con- | 
ducted by him in five years. | 


8,000 BLUEJACKETS MARCH 
IN SAN FRANCISCO PARADE. 


Largest Armed Force American Navy 
Ever Put Ashore Cheered by Thou- 
sands in Golden Gate City. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 7.—Eight thou- 
sand bluejackets and marines—the largest 
armed force the American navy has ever 
put ashore in time of peace or war—were 
landed today from the combined Atlantic 
and Pacific fleets, now lying in the harbor, 
and marched through the streets of San 
Francisco.

Time Needed for Preparation. 

“Tt is my experience,” he said, that it 
te kes as much study and training to qualify 
wen to direct civil service work as it does 
to fit them to enter a profession. Thetheory 


ot civil service ig so comprehensive and the 


G+ tails of its administration so great that I 
€efy any man to qualify himself to direct a 
pactical enforcement of the merit law in 
siorter time than it takes to complete a 
ecilege course. The administration of civil 
ec rvice, therefore, becomes a profession re- 
quiring years’ of study and expert know)l- 
e ge.“ f 2 

The Chicago commission, he said, le plan- 
ning to establish many innovations in the 
service “if tenure of office will permit.“ 

Mr. Lower advocated an extension of the 
retirement and pensioning of aged employés 
to all departments, character investigations, 
strict grading and uniformity of salaries, 
and the right of discharge by department 
heads. Two large corporations, he said, are 
now in consultation with the comimisslon on 
the establishment of a merit system in the 
ecaduct of their business. 


“Pulls” No Longer Effective. 


F. A. Spencer, secretary of the New York 
ec mmission, described the difficulty of con- 
vincing applicants that pull is not needed to 
obtain a civil service appointment.

Brilliant Reception Given to Royal 
Guests from Germany. | 


VIENNA, May 7.—The heads of the prince- 


ly houses of Germany, led by Emperor Will- 
lam, have assembled in Vienna to present 
their congratulations to Emperor Francis 
Joseph on the occasion of the diamond jubi- 
lee of his reign as emperor-king of Austria- 
Hungary and to inaugurate a series of fes- 
tivities with which the jubilee is to be cele- 
brated throughout the dual monarchy. 
Emperor William and the empress arrived 
this morning from Pola, where they landed 
yesterday from the imperial yacht Hohen- 


-sollern.- The royal visitors were welcomed 


by Umperor Francis Joseph, who accom- 
panied them by train to another station near 
Schoenbrunn palace known as Penzing. 
Here there was a great gathering of nota- 
bles to receive the German emperor and his 
wife. All the Austrian archdukes and arch- 
duchesses and state officials, members of the 
German embassy, and the burgomaster of 
Vienna were on the station platform when 
Emperor Francis Joseph alighted from the 
train and was followed by Emperor William. 


Brilliant Reception to Guests. 

The imperial guests were given a magnifi- 
cent reception. Shortly before noon all the 
other royal visitors were driven to Schoen- 
brunn palace; Where they were joined by 
Emperor William andthe empress. The pro- 
cession proceeded to the Marie Antoinette 
salon, where Emperor Francis Joseph await- 
ed his visitors. 

Emperor William made a speech in which 
he tendered Emperor Francis Joseph the con- 
gratulations of those present upon the sixti- 
eth anniversary of the beginning of his reign. 
The German emperor spoke in high praise of 
Francis Joseph's devotion to the welfare of 
hig country and of the example his sixty 
years of labor hed given to the world. 


“Confirmation of Alliance.”’ 
In returning thanks for this proof of friend- 
ship, wnich he said would be one of the most 
precious recollections of his life, Emperor 


“Francis Joseph said: 


In this act of cordial attachment I may, 
I think, discern a solemn manifestation of 
the monarchical principle to which Germany 
owes her power and greatness. Austria-Hun- 
gary’s strength also js to be found in this 
principle. Such a great assemblage of Ger- 
man princes around me is at the same time 
a most eloquent confirmation of the indis- 
soluble alliance which has existed between 
us for nearly thirty years. 


Congratulations from Pope. 

Two hundred and fifty guests assembled at 
a banquet given in Schoenbrunn palace to- 
night. Emperor Francis Joseph sat at the 
center table with the empress of Germany 
at his right hand and the emperor of Ger- 
many at hisleft. The Austrian emperor was 
attired in the German uniform, and the 
German emperor in the Austrian uniform. 
After the dinner there was a grand serenade 
in the park by massed military bands and 
5,000 singers from the Australian choral so- 
cieties. 

The pope and the king of Italy sent con- 
gratulations to Emperor Francis Joseph. 
Among the incidents of the day was the 
unveiling of a monument to the composer, 
Johannes Brahms, who died in Vienna ip 
1897. Emperor William and his party left 
at 9:20 p. m. for Donaueschingen. 


ENGLISH SURPLUS $23,630,000. 


Premier Asquith Presents Budget to 
House—Old Age Pensions to Come 
from National Treasury. 


LONDON, May 7.—The budget was pre- 
sented to the house of commons this af ter- 
noon by Premier Mr. Asquith, who an- 
nounced that Great Britain's realized surplus 
for 1907-08 amounted to 3528.630000, which 
he said would be largely applied to the re- 
duction of the national debt. 

Commenting on the differentiation in the In- 
come tax introduced in the last budget, Mr. 
Asquith said it had removed irregularities 
and brought in $9,400,000 more than esti- 
mated. 

The national debt, the premier said, had 
been reduced approximately $90,000,000 dur- 
ing the last year. A further reduction of 
about $75,000,000 would be effectediduring the 
current year, he said, and Great Britain's 
debt would then stand at the same figure 
as twenty years ago. 

Coming to the main feature of the budget— 
the matter of old age pensionse—Mr. Asquith 
said it had been decided to rule out al! con- 
tributory schemes and provide the pensions 
from the national treasury.

PARIS, May 7.—The French committee 
having in charge the New York to Paris auto- 
mobile race held a meeting here today to pass 
upon the question arising from the change of 
route of the race made necessary by the im- 
passability of the Alaskan trail after the 
thaw had set in.

Johnson, 
proves hig right to be considered of presiden- 
tial size. In Arizona as well as in Montana 
or Oregon the ballots sent to THs TRIBUND 
show that Bryan, John Johnson, Folk, and 
Tom Johnson practically monopolize the 
democratic strength.

Tariff Reform the Issue. 

Throughout the far west, now that free 
silver is out of the way, there is a disposition 
to fall back upon tariff reform as a cam- 
peaign issue. Several voters, however, go out 
of their way to say that they do not believe 
in free trade. Many democrats in Colorado 
and other states where the sugar beet is 
grown demand protection against Philippine 
eugar and do this. openly. Almost all the 
ballots which express opinions lean toward 
radical regulation or the curbing of trusts, 
and especially those which control the neces- 
sities of life. 

Not all is rosy in the far west so far ae 
Bryan is concerned. There are a good many 
democratic leaders who are as loyal to the 
Nebraska champion of free silver as they 


‘+ could be, and yet at the same time they are 


convinced he cannot be elected and are ad- 
vocating the nomination of Gov. Johnson on 
the sole ground of availability. 

One of the best indications of this sentiment 
is contained in a letter confidentially written 
to THE TRIBUNE and attached to his ballot 
by one of the best known lawyers in Colorado, 
who records himself for Gov. Johnson and 
explains the situation as follows: 

I have great respect for W. J. Bryan, but 
I do not believe he can win. I believe that 
Gov. Johnson cannot only win but will make 
a good president, who will enforce the law 
against the wealthy malefactors and yet 
not be so radical as to upset the country. The 


most important issue in the campaign will 


be the enforcement of the law against the 
wealthy tamperers with R, and the people, in 
my opinion, will respond to the candidate 
who they believe will pursue such a policy 


in such a way as to cause the least business 


disturbance. 


People Opposed to Theories. 

Honest government and no claptrap is 
what the people want. I do not believe they 
will respond to theories at all. The views I 
express are shared by the most influential 
democrats in this vicinity. The rank and file, 
however, are to a considerable extent for 
Bryan. I cannot see where Bryan can get 
any republican votes in this community. As 
there are many Scandinavians here who are 
proud of Johnson, I. believe he will break 
heavily into the republican ranks. In expla- 
nation of the foregoing I would say that I 
shall vote for the nominee, whoever he may 
de. 

A committeeman from the state of Wash- 
ington says the most important issues of the 
campaign will relate to government probity 
and industrial righteousness. That is to say, 
tariff reform, restoration of the competitive 
system by taxing to elimination all trusts and 
monopolistic combinations, money issued and 
wholly controlled by the government and 
guaranteed bank deposits.“ 


JOHNSON LOOKS A WINNER. 


Indications Are He Will Easily Control 
Convention in His Own 
State. 


St. Paul, Minn., May 7.—The latest returns 
from last night’s caucuses throughout the 
state, based on the number of votes in each 
county, show that in thirty-six counties 
Johnson will have 449 delegates in the state 
convention and from fifteen counties Bryan 
will have 188. There are st‘ll thirty-four 
counties to be heard from. Of the fifteen 
claimed by the Bryan men, one (Ramsey 
county), with sixty-six votes, also is claimed 
by the Johnson managers. 

It will require 468 votes to control the con- 
vention, and on the showing of the returns 
so far the Johnson men have control. 


POLITICAL NOTES BY WIRE. 


LANDER, Wyo.—The Wyoming republican con- 
vention renominated Frank W. Mondell for con- 
gress and instructed delegates to the national 
convention for Taft. Senators Clark and War- 
ren, Congressman Mondell, Gov. Brooks, G. W. 

Ridgely were chosen dele- 
gates. 

SALUT LAKE CITY, Utah.—Delegatee to the re- 
publican state convention cheered a resolution de- 
claring for President Roosevelt as first choice for 
the presidential nomination and William H. Taft 
for second choice.

Boston, Mass., May 7.—With some opposi- 
tion to instructions in favor of William J. 
Bryan for presidential candidate, although 
such instructions were adopted finally, and 
with a more decided contest over the selec- 


tion of delegates at Jarge. the democratic 


state convention today elected four leaders to 
represent the state at the Denver convention. 
The delegates chosen are: 


George Fred Williams, John W. Coughlin, 
John B. Moran, Daniel J. Doherty. 
Opposition to the instruction plank was 
voiced by Prof. Alexander F. Chamberlain 
of Clark university, Worcester, but his 
effort to obtain reconsideration was ignored. 


Session Is Stormy One. 

The main contest came on the selection of 
four delegates and principally over the name 
of George Fred Williams. For two hours 
Faneuil hall resounded with shouts, cries, 
speeches and motions from various party 
leaders, and the chairman had difficulty in 
maintaining a semblance of order. At one 
time he was obliged to call upon the police 
to clear the platform. 

Some of the speeches were extremely bit- 
ter, but all the speakers pleaded for har- 
mony. 

A roll call on the question of the choice of 
the four delegates by acclamation was final- 
ly carried by a vote of 408 to 152. 


Oontest Over Instruction Plank. 
Previous to the meeting of the convention 


there was a spirited contest within the com- 


mittee on resolutions over the instruction 
plank. A compromise was effected, and, 
while the plank was retained, it was modi- 
fied so as to apply only to the four delegates 
elected at today’s convention. The Bryan 
advocates wished the instructions top embrace 
the entire Massachusetts delega fon to Den- 
ver. 

The platform denounces the issue of wa- 
tered stock by corporations, demands that 
profits of railroads be restricted to fair 
amounts, wants monopolies controlled, and 
a tariff for revenue only, and an eight hour 
labor law.

Louisville, Ky., May 7.—After having con-

republican convention, when their program 
was endangered and the slate at the time 
epparently broken. 

Instead of winding up the business of se- 
lecting delegates at large to the republican 
national convention in an hour or two there 
was a session lasting from 10 a. m. until 5:30 
o’clock, when, after hours of disorder, wire 
pulling, and suspense, the aft men finally 
won out and elected the following delegates 
at large, instructed för the secretary of war, 
to the Chicago convention:

A. N. Burnam, E. D. Kane. 


The upset which came when the Fairbanks 
men were apparently hopelessly beaten was 
précipitated by a harmony speech delivered 
by United States Senator-elect William O.

ATTACK ON THE INDICTMENT 


Judge Landis Accused of Disparaging 
Witnesses at the Trial. 


The fight of the Standard Oil company of 
Indiana to escape payment of the $29,240. 
fine imposed on it last summer by Judge K. 
M. Landis began yesterday before Judges 
Grosscup, Baker, and Seaman in the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, 

John 8. Miller, one of the attorneys for the 
company, spent most of the forenoon in re- 
viewing the indictment on 1,462 counts of 
which the oil company was found guilty of 
accepting concessions from the Chicago and 
Alton railroad in oil shipments from Whiting, 
Ind., to East St. Louis, III., and from Chap- 
pell, III., to St. Louis. 

„One of our contentions is,” he said, that 
the government cannot make the 18 cent rate 
binding on us, although filéd with the inter- 
state commerce commission, because in 
reality it is void. That rate is invalid be- 
cause it is an unlawful rate. It was made by 
the Chicago and St. Louis Traffic associa- 
tion, and it is our contention that being so 
made its establishment was a violation of the. 
Sherman anti-trust law.“ 

Mr. Miller also argued that Judge Landis 
had erred in casting reflections upon the testi- 
mony of E. Bogardus, Standard Oil traffic 
manager, and F. S. Hollands, chief rate 
clerk for the Alton road. 

Assistant District Attorney Wilkerson fol- 
lowed Mr. Miller, reviewing the evidence in 
the case. He will argue again today, and Mr. 
Miller will close for the oil company.

President McCormick Testifies in 
Missouri Ouster Proceedings. 


DENIES TRADE RESTRAINT. 


Declares the Combination Was Formed 
by George W. Perkins. 


Jefferson City, Mo., May 7.—[Special.]J— 
Cyrus H. McCormick of Chicago, president 
of the International Harvester company, de- 
nied today, before Commissioner Theodore 
Brace, that he had ary knowledge of a pro- 
posed merger and combination of harvesting 
machine companies, in restraint of trade or 
otherwise. 

Attorney General Hadley is trying to oust 
the company from doing business in this 
state on the ground that it is a trust anda 
monopoly in restraint of trade. Mr. McCor- 
miek was president of the Cyrus H. McCor- 
mick Harvester company until September, 
1902. when the merger took place. 

He testified that on July 28, 1902, he went 
to New York and met George W. Perkins of 
J. Pie - pont Morgan & Co., to obtain his ad- 
vice in regard to enlarging the McCormick 
business and financing the proposition. 


Perkins Formed the Merger. 
“Out of this meeting.“ said Mr. Me- 
Cormick, grew the idea to have one large 
corporation to straighten cut the flerce com- 
petition and unbusiness-like methods that 
were being used at that time. Before 1902 
there was great competition between the 
harvester companies, and I went to New 
York to consult Mr. Perkins with reference 
to enlarging our business or raising the price 
of our goods. The latter course was not a 
wise one in our judgment, so we thought of 
increasing our business. Mr. Perkins sug- 
gested that we sell out and he would finance 
the proposition. a 
„ HDid he tell you that he was going to take 
in the other leading harvester companies, 
asked Mr. Hadley. 
„He did not, but I inferred as much.’ 


Didn’t Know of Plans. 
„Did you have any knowledge directly or 
indirectly that Mr. Perkins Intended to take 
in several of the leading harvester compa- 
nies and make a New Jersey corporation 
out of it?“ 
did not.“ 
„At this meeting, when the preliminary 
papers were signed between W. H. Jones of 
the Plano Harvester company, Charles 
Deering of the Deering Harvester company, 
and J. J. Glessner af the Warder & Bushnell 
company and yourself, did you know that 
these men were there? 
“J gid not, because the whole matter was 
in the hands of Mr. Perkins.“ 
Mr. McCormick said that in September, 
1902, these companies were taken into a cor- 
poration with a capitalization of $120,000,000, 
and that he was elected president. He said 
the directors in the International bought all 
the stock in the Osborne Harvester and Ault- 
man-Miller Harvester companies, but let 
them continue business under the same man- 
agement as competing companies. Subse- 
quently, however, they took. over the plants 
of these companies.

SAME TALE TOLD ANEW. 

Northern Publisher Says There Is 

Na Real Competition Among 
Owners of Mills. 


Washington, D. C., May 7.—That there will 
be no secret. record in the committee of 
the house investigating the wood pulp and 
print paper question was made evident to- 
day when Chairman Mann refused to receive 
trom a witness, in confidence, the names of 
certain newspaper publishers. The incident 
arose during the testimony of C. L. Knight, 
publisher of the Akron, O., Beacon-Journal. 

Mr. Knight had stated that to his knowl-. 
edge the increase in the price of paper had 
wiped out the profits of several papers in 
Ohio and forced one of them to borrow money 
to meet its payrolls. 

When called upon by Chairman Mann to 
give the names of these publishers he de- 
clined to do so, on the ground that the in- 
formation came to him in a personal man- 
ner and that the publishers had been hit 
hard enough already without proclaiming to 
the world that they were bankrupt.” 

He did say, however, that he would give 
the names to the committee in confidence 
and that the committee could summon them 
if it desired. 


Publishers Tell Same Story. 


Chairman Mann refused to receive the 
names under this condition, stating that 
if he was able to prevent it the committee 
would receive no information that did not go 
into the record. 

Many publishers of newspapers in differ- 
ent parts of the country were examined 
today. All told the same story of a steady 
advance in the price of paper. Among the 
publishers heard was Frank B. Noyes, pres- 
ident of the Associated Press and editor and 
publisher of the Chicago Record-Herald, who 
told of. going into the market, owing to 2 
fear of a scarcity of paper, and buying 1,004 
tons at $2.45 a hundred pounds, when the 
maximum of his contract price with another 
company was $2.10. 


“Kept from Getting Other Bids.” 

W. E. Gardner, publisher of the Post- 
Standard. Syracuse, N. Y., testified that he 
has paid from $1.75 to $2.50 a hundred pounds. 
The lower rate, he said, was due to local 
reasons. Mr. Gardner said after he had 
broken with the International Paper com- 
pany that company endeavored to prevent 
him getting bids from any competitive source. 

Describing the difficulty he experienced in. 
making a contract for 1908, he said that 
notwithstanding he had the assurances of 
several paper mille that they would be glad 
to: have his order, when the time came to 
make the contract he met obstacle after 
obstacle, and although he went from New 
York to Wisconsin and then to Canade, he 
could not get any satisfaction. 

Finally, he said, he was compelled to make 
a contract at $2.50 with H. G. Craig & Co., 
who had. given him this figure before he 
started on his tour of the mills. 


Would Give Notice to Offenders.”’ 

“I was up against a stone wall,” he con- 
tinued, and my movements in the west and 
Canada were known in New Kork. 

Mr. Gardner said he believed the increase 
due to the shortage of the wood pulp supply 
and through a combination of the paper mills, 
and such a comparison of cost that made 
it impossible for me to go into an open mar- 
ket.”’ 

The increased price of paper would cost 
him $22,000 to $24,000 this year over last year, 
he continued, and to meet this loss he 
had been obliged to increase his advertising 
rates and cut down the size of his paper. 

Mr. Gardner did not think the removal of 
the tariff on print paper would have any 
appreciable effect upon the market, but he 
said he would like to see the duty removed 
for whatever practical good may follow, and 
for notice to the offenders that the gov- 
ernment was on to them.” 


No Real Competition, One Says. 
In your judgment there are offenders!“ 
asked Mr. Sims. 

Les, sir, replied the witness. 

Mr. Gardner said he did not believe it pos- 
sible for the American supply of pulp wood to 
meet the demand in the future. 

Mille Bunnell, publisher of the Duluth 
(Minn.) News-Tribune, told a like story to 
that related by his predecessors on the stand. 
From my experience in making con- 
tracts, he said, 1 do not think there tis any 
real dompetition among the mill men. I have

What was the reason given to you for in- 
creasing the price? asked Mr. Sima.

They did not at- 
tempt to tell me that the cost of production 
was any more in this country because they 
do not pay any more for pulp wood now than 
they did when we were getting the low rate.

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There is no disguising the fact that Speaker 
Cannon intended to prevent legislation on 
these lines by referring the president's mes- 
sage and other bills to the congressional 
Crematory known as the judiciary com- 
mittee.”’ 

Mr. Gompers enumerates the following as 
the measures which labor will insist shall be 
acted on before adjournment: 

The Wilson bill, amending the: Sherman 
anti-trust law; the Pearre bill, regulating the 
issuing of the injunctive writ to its original 
and beneficent purpose; the extension of the 
eight hour law to all government employés 
and to employés of contractors or subcon- 
tractors. performing work for the govern- 
ment, and a general employers’ liability law 
applicable to all workers so far as the federal 
jurisdiction extends. 


UPHOLDS CHICAGO MAIL PLAN. 


Postoffice Appropriation Bill Retains 
Provision for Screen Wagon and 
Car Service. 


Washington, D. C., May 7.—[Special.]—The 
postoffice appropriation bill, which was re- 
ported today from the senate committee on 
postoffices and post roads, upholds the action 
of Second Assistant Postmaster General Mc- 
Cleary in contracting for screen wagon mall 
service for Chicago for a period of three 
years beginning on July 1. 

The general provision for screen wagon, 
tunnel, and electric car service remains in 
the bill as it came from the house.

other. That was not for the benefit of 
the employés, who, according to govern- 
ment reports, had to accept in 1906 lower 
wages than they had been getting in 1905. 

The generous protection given by the 
tgriff enabled the trust to exact an un- 
duly high price for its product. But the 
trust did not rely exclusively upon the 
tariff for the maintenance of an exorbitant 
price. Last year it foresaw a possible 
scarcity’ of print paper in this country. 
That scarcity would have been the oppor- 
tunity of the Canadian paper makers. 
Their output would have entered this mar- 
ket and prices would have been forced 
down. In order that that might not hap- 
pen the trust made contracts with Cana- 
dian mills for 170,000 tons of paper for 
export trade. The object was to lessen 
the ability of those mills to supply a 
prospective deficiency in the United 
States, thus making it easy for the trust 
to dictate terms to consumers. 

Now, what should be done when the 
men who control a protected industry re- 
sort to tricks of this kind? Manifestly 
they should be deprived of tariff protec- 
tion they do not deserve and which in 
the case of the print paper industry is not 
needed. There would be money in the 
business for the American manufacturegs 
if the duties on print paper and wood pulp 
were repealed. It is true that profits 
would not be as great as they have been. 
There would be no dividends on a “ficti- 
tious capitalization and no money made 
off mills that did not run, but there would 
be a fair profit on every ton of paper 
sold. 

The way to dissolve the paper trust js 
to repeal the two duties. That will be 
much more efficacious than any decree of 
a court. With the duties off the statute 
book the trust will fall to pieces forth- 
with. The duties are sure to be abolished 
when the tariff is revised next year. 
There is no excuse for allowing them to 
exist so long. They should be repealed 
and the trust disarmed this month. 


A TREATY WITH JAPAN. 

The remarkable diplomatic activity of 
the present secretary of state has been 
brought to public attention many times of 
late. If the United States has become a 
world power during the last decade it is 
proving that fact through peaceful. chan- 
nels of international agreement rather 
than by the threatening arm of military 
or maritime force. 

The secretary has extended personal 
greetings to South American republics. 
He has met with cordial reception .in Can- 
ada. He has been busy with the author 
of the “ American Commonwealth” in 
attempts to solve every problem which 
has arisen in the field of British-Amer- 
ican relationships. He has negotiated ar- 
bitration treaties with France, Spain, Nor- 
way, Portugal, and Switzerland. The 
completed record of his achievements is 
certain to place him in a high position 
among the distinguished men who have 
occupied the governmental department 
which is counted first in cabinet rank. 

The news now comes of the arrange- 
ment of a general arbitration treaty with 
Japan. This convention {is similar to 
those already mentioned. It is based upon 
the recommendations of The Hague con- 
ference. It provides for the settlement 
by arbitration of all disputes of a legal 
nature or in regard to construction of ex- 
isting treaties. It does not touch ques- 
tions of vital interest, such as the inde- 
pendence or the honor of the nations in- 
volved. It does not cover the adjustment 
of difficulties where the interests of a third 
state are involved. In a sense it is of sec- 
ondary importance in a diplomatic view. 

But it is the first arbitration treaty 
arranged between the United States and 
Japan. It has its value just now asa re- 
buke to those who would foster unpleasant 
relationships between the. two countries, 
The quiet and thoughtful citizen of the 
United: States has no patience with the 
jingoism which seeks to stir up bitterness 
in the Pacific. To such this arbitration 
treaty will be. welcome. 


LURED TO DEATH. 

The possibilities of the matrimonial ad- 
vertisement are once more disclosed by 
the revelations thus far made in the La- 
porte murder mystery. As an institution 
which thrives by defrauding of a few dol- 


lars the ignorant and weak of intelligence 


it has been made especially familiar of 
late. But as an instrument of more se- 
rious ‘criminal enterprise it still needs 
considerable advertisement. 

This it is now to receive to the full. 
Wherever in America people can read the 
story of Laporte will make its way. The 
remote mining camps in Alaska and the 
lumber camps in the northern wilderness, 
the lonesomest farms, ranches of the far 
west, the plantations of the south, and 
the most ignorant districts of the great 
cities will each in their due time be full 
of the wonder and grewsome fascination 
of this mystery. The name of Laporte 
will fix itself in the memory of at least a 
generation. 

This onght to breed some caution, for 
awhile at least, in the minds of the sus- 
ceptible and gullible. The thought of the 
mourderess spinning her wide web to catch 
victims by the familiar lines of the matri- 
monial advertisement is one to fix itself 
in the imagination of the dullest. 


EMERGENCY CURRENCY.

Its enactment would be an assur- 
ance to the business community that there 
would be no recurrence of the distressing 
currency famine of last year. 


PONTIAC. 

The state senate is pulling one way and 
the house another. They should manage 
to pull together long enough to do some- 
thing for Pontiac. There is no question 
that at least one thing should be done. 
It is that provision should be made for 
the removal from the so-called reform- 
atory to the penitentiary of young men 
who are not amenable to the gentle in 
fluences of reform. There is a kind of a 
attempt at Pontiac to keep the better and. 
the worse inmates apart, but the presence 
of the latter inevitably has an evil influ- 
ence on the former. 

The relentless discipline of a peniten- 
tiary is not called for in a reformatory. 
Gentler methods should prevail there. 
Where an institution is a kind of blend of 
prison and reform school there is danger 
that the discipline may be too mild at one 
time and too severe at another. Perhaps 
there would have been no charges of cru- 
elty at Pontiac if it had been weeded of 
its most dangerous characters. With them 
removed the superintendent would not 
have been in fear of a revolt and an 
escape. He would not have asked for an 
for a wall substantial 
enough to withstand a mad rush of his 
most turbulent charges. 

A few years ago the legislature passed 
a law for the removal of hard cases from 
Pontiac. It was adjudged unconstitu- 
tional because of a flaw which can be eas- 
ily remedied. The general assembly can 
pass the right kind of a law without an- 
tagonizing anybody or making capital for 
anybody. One of.the state institutions is 
confessedly in a bad way for lack of legis- 
lation whose propriety is conceded. It is 
the duty of the general assembly to legis- 
late now.

with so much tact and discretion by his 
guardian and uncle that there have never 
been any labor troubles with the men. 

The name of Venables prefixed to the pat- 
ronymic of Vernon by meang of a hyphen 
comes to Lord Vernon through the marriage 
of one of his ancestors, Sir Henry Vernon, 
member of parliament for the county of Staf-

This Earl Harcourt on dying bequeathed 
his valuable estates to the second of his sis- 
ter’s sons—namely, Edward Vernon, areh- 
bishop of York, who, on succeeding to the 
property, assumed, in obedience to his uncle's 
will, the name of Harcourt in lieu of that of 
Vernon. 

Archbishop Harcourt had three sons, the 
third of whom, Canon Wiliam Harcourt, 
was the father of the late Sir William Har- 
court and grandfather of Lewis Harcourt, 
the present owner of the estates, which in- 
clude Nuneham park and Stanton Harcourt, 
two beautiful places in Oxfordshire,Nuneham 
park in particular being familiar to all thoge 
acquainted with the upper reaches of the 
Thames. 

— 

Old Count Paul Andrejewitch Shouvaloff, 
whose death hag just taken place at Yalta, 
in the Crimea, ang who was for so many 
years Russian ambassador at Berlin and 
afterwards governor general of Poland, 
never really recovered from the shock caused 
by the murder of his son, Peter Paulovitch 
Shouvaloff. who was assassinated by the 
nihilists while prefect of Moscow. 

Count Peter had been the grand master 
of the household of Grand Duke Sergius, like 
him a prey of the nthilist outrages, and had 
been also one of the closest chums and cronies 
of the czar; in fact, I recall a photograph 
showing, the emperor while still czarovitch 
and Peter Shouvaloff playing chess together, 

Count Paul was one of the most successful 
and brilliant commanders of the Turko-Rus- 
sian war, and it was this that led old Emperor 
Wintam to request the czar to appoint him 
ambassador at Berlin. 

There he became persona gratissima at the 
court, acquiring the warm personal friend- 
ship of Prince Bismarck, their relations con- 
tinuing undisturbed even after the great 
chancellor's disgrace. 

Indeed, Count Shouvaloff traveled all the 
way from Berlin to Vienna to attend the 
wedding of Herbert Bismarck, and the pres- 
ent kaiser, far from being displeased by this 
display of independence, honored the Rus- 
sian ambassador for it. 

— 


William, in fact, became greatly attached 
to the Shouvaloffs, in spite of the countess 
telling him to his face that she disliked his 
court and considered Berlin society corrupt 
and immoral, and when the count, after re- 
linquishing the post of ambassador, returned 
to Berlin for medical treatment, the emperor 
insisted upon placing a royal residence at 
Potsdam, with all its appointments, at 
his disposal and at that of the countess, who 
was a Mile. de Kameroff by birth and former- 
ly lady in. waiting to the popular and intel- 
lectual Grand Duchess Catherine, at whose 
house Alexander II. had been breakfasting 
an hour before he was assassinated. | 

It. was Count Paul's brother, Peter Andre- 
jewitch Shouvaloff, who was Russian am- 
bassador in London, Muscowte plenipoten- 
tiary at the congress of Berlin in 1878, and 
chief of the secret police, popularly. known 
as the third section of the imperial chan- 
cellery. 5 

While occupying the latter office he was 
called upon by Alexander II. to use his 
diplomacy in breaking off the ecclesiastical 
but otherwise illegal marriage of Grand Duke 
Alexis with a maid of honor of tne late 
ezarina, Mlle. Jourowski, with whom he had 
eloped. : 

Count Peter succeeded in his difficult task. 
Alexis left the lady and came to the United 
States, while she a little later on married the 
Saxon Baron Henry de Woehrmann. . 

> > 

The son whith she bore to Grand Duke 
Alexis during her brief marriage, if marriage 
it can be called, has now been adopted by 
Alexis, who has designated him as his heir. 

He bears the title of Count Belevskoie, is 
captain of cavalry of the guard, and is mar- 
ried to Princess Marie Troubetzkoi. Both 
the young couple form part of the household 
of the widowed4Grand Duchess Sergius. 

The Shouvaloff family, although belonging 
to one of the old houses of the Muscovite 
aristocracy, first came prominently to the 
fore in the reign of Peter the Great, who be- 
stowed batons of field marshal on both Alex- 
ander and Peter Shouvaloff. 

They received their title of count from 
Empress Elizabeth, whom, indeed, they 
helped to place upon the throne. Ivan 
Shouvaloff became her favorite, her most 
trusted counselor, and was all powerful dur- 
ing her reign. 

He founded the University of Moscow and 
the Imperial Academy of Fine Arts, besides 


furnishing to Voltafre all the material for 


the latter’s history of Peter the Great. 
Andrew Shouvaloff was the favorite of 
Catherine the Great, and, indeed, the Shouv- 
aloffs have for the last 200 years played an 
important role at court and in thé service of

Thus—and more—spake Prof. Charles Zue- 
bliin of the University of Chicago at the 
Woman's Athletic club yesterday: Prof. 
Zueblin’s lecture on “ Fellowship in the 
Common Life was the third in the series 
of spring morning affairs which the Athletic 
chub is giving. The wind blew and the rain 
descended in torrents, yet the hour of the 
lecture—11, o’clock—found @ gymnasium full 
of women gowned in. trailing silks, in short 
skirted velvets topped with all the produc- 
tions that the rarest of the milliner’s gar- 
dens can give. 

The average male lecturer, addressing a 
female audience, begins after this manner: 
“When I look into this sea of beautiful and 
intelligent faces, and continues according 
to the adjectives at command. Not so Prof. 
Zueblin. He said: I have come to tell you 
of something about which you know nothing 
and I know very little, for that matter.“ 
And he continued: 

“ Judging from these surroundings ”—just 
beyond lay the marble natatorium with its 
mirror lined walle - you are accustomed to 
see yourselves as others see you—not as the 
world sees you or as you see the world. My 
subject for this morning is ‘ Fellowship in 
the Common Life.’ : 


All for “Simple :Life—Except.”’ 

“We are all leading the simple life—ex- 
cept, he added, in moments of interrup- 
tion—such-as buying spring millinery. We 
all accept the simple life and then we put 
it on the shelf, The simple life is an antidote. 
It cannot stay forever. We need a change. 
and so we turn to books—to the intellectug! 
life. But that, too, cannot be used every day 
and every hour, and so we turn to the com- 
mon life. 

“The common life is a tonic. I do not 
mean slumming, I mean the turning to the 
fellawghip of man. With the sets and circles 
of the artificja] eity life of today you are now 
limited to as petty an existence, numerically, 

‘as in the old days back in the village. Tout 
set gives yowall you want, but that's pretty 
limited. Rich and poor alike are suffering 
from social poverty today. They don’t know 
enough people. We, go through college and 
we travel and we think we have iu:ied@ our 
brains, but the brain can never get enough. 
Sy heart should be as expansive as the 

rain. 


Fellowship Spread Out Thin. 

Just for a moment may I ask how many 
of you, how many people, can name within 
their hearts the friends to whom the soul 
may be bared. Yet this is desirable, because 
it is the natural craving of mankind. This 
is why the confessional was institutted, be- 
cause it is necessary to unload the joys and 
the worries upon a sympathetic friend. We 
can’t wear our heart upon our sleeve, but we 
can cultivate fellowship. 

“This miserable American habit of recep- 
tions, of taking a distinguished foreigner and 
standing him up while a long line of folks 
pass in parade and shake his hands until he 
is worn out, is spreading fellowship out thin. 
We are all overspecializing. If rich, ex- 
clusive; poor, economic; educated, intel- 
lectual; not educated, nothing. 

The tragedy of modern society is the loss 
of the chance for the development of the in- 
dividual to come to fruition—the poor be- 
cause of their poverty, the rich because of 
their wealth. The limitations of the boy 
born of rich parents, with the knowledge 
that a fortune awaits him, are far greater 
today than those of the boy of the slums. 
Rich and poor alike need the common fellow- 
ship. 


Apartment Houses a Drawhack, 


We hear people boast that the beauty of 
city life rests in the fact that one can live 
in a nice, big apartment house and not know 
another soul in the building. Boast of it? 
It is the chief drawback to city life—this 
thing that makes all its people anonymous. 
And yet the modern city affords the greatest 
opportunities for fellowship, because it makes 
possible for all people the satisfaction of all 
kinds of want, 

Without work there can be no world fel- 
lowship.. I do not mean only the work that 
brings a money reward. There is mother- 
hood. I Suppose a reward for that is a 
kind hearted husband.“ A ripple of laughter 
greeted the statement, as if meant for a joke. 
And then there is work which doesn’t de- 
serve reward. For instance, the making of 
battleships is hindering the work of hu- 
manity. The incessant habit of hunting wild 
animals, not even for the necessity of writ- 
ing books, gustifies the existence of the 
hunter.“ 

Prof. Zueblin outlined the difference in the 
enjoyment of two country women who met 
at a play and enjoyed the chance of company 
of each other with the two poor, frozen 
stift city women of different social clase 
who sat, near by in agony lest they might 
speak to another of unknown standing and 
so lose caste themselves. He said there is no 
adequate basis for fellowship if rich or poor 
cannot rise above the puree. 


APPEALS FOR HELP SEEKERS. 

Chicago, May 5.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
~I want to make a suggestion that may 
help charity work. In this great city the 
citizens cannot find the help they need for 
general purposes around their homes, they 
don't know where to go to look, and if they 
do go they keep on going, and ordinarily 
without success; there are thousands of odd 
jobs left undone for the lack of this know}l- 
edge. 

There should be a listing bureau in every 
drug store, so that any man or woman de- 
sirous of working could gqin and list them- 
selves for the kind of work they are willing 
to do and the price they ask, giving their 
address and when at leisure. 

These people if taken in hand could be 
shown just how to give satisfactory refer. 
ences, or the refererices could be on file in 
some central office, so that one could place 
a stranger in his house or flat and know that 
it would not be carried off. | 7

“The combination of celibacy and com-

Influence of Press Landed in Address 
by Mrs. E. A. Hall. 


(BY A ETAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Bloomington, III., May 1.—{Special.J—A 
resolution recommending to the legislature 
radical changes in the public school system 
of Illinois and changes nothing short of rev- 
olutionary in the high school system of the 
state was introduced here today at the after - 
noon session of the convention of the IIu- 
nois Congress of Mothers by Mrs. Alfred 
Bayliss, chairman of the education com- 
mittee. 

Mrs. Bayliss advocated the enactment of a 
law making manual training obligatory in 


* 


workshops, and factories for a part of each 
day @ prerequisite to high school graduation 
on an equality with text book work in sci- 
ences end literature and history and by 
mathematics. She would compe) every high 
school pupil, rich or poor, to work all morn- 
ing and study all afternoon, or vice versa. 
Time for this would be gained partly by the 
practical abolition of athletics. 

The motion to pass the resolution was fol- 
lowed by a spirited discussion, in which a 
large number of the delegates took part. It 
was finally referred to the resolutions com- 
mittee and will come up for final action to- 
morrow. | 


Caustic Criticism of System. 

Mrs. Bayliss prefaced her remarks with a 
caustic indictment of the whole modern 
American education system, from the pri- 
mary grades to the university graduates, 
whom she described as poor helpless over- 
grown bables.”’ 

She ridiculed the system in the lives of the

But if the boy were taught to plant 
the trees, to build the fences, and repair the 
sidewalks, he would feel a sense of responsi- 
bility and pride in them, and woe to the tres- 
passer that dare lay hands upon them. 


Conditions Worse in High Schools. 

“In the high schools and universities we 
find conditions worse than in the grade 
schools. Boys and girls are sent to schoo! 
to prepare for life, to fit themselves for the 
great world struggle. But here in these 
schools which take them in their adolescent 
years, in their formative years, yes, and in 
our universities when they have become 
grown men and women, and instead of pre- 
paring them for Hfe they incapacitate them 
for the struggle. 

i Our university graduates come to us with 
their charming mannere and their degrees 
and their diplomas, but nothing more at 
heart than poor, heipless, overgrown babies. 
He is lost in the great rude world and often 
there are suspicious indications that he wants 
to whimper for his mamma. He has deen 
studying dead languages and dead people 
and useless theories, while his fellowes of 
equal age outside the fold of his alma mater 
have been living in the great today and learn- 
ing life. When he leavee the university, 
therefore, he must begin again just where he 
started when he first opened his eyes twenty 
or more years before—must begin trying to 
find out what kind of a great, big, blustering.

Shows Where High Schoo] Cheats. 

That our high schools are almost hope- 
lessly inefficient is generally admitted. Only 
a small percentage of our boys or girls ever 
enter them, and a large percentage of that 
small percentage leave them as soon as they 
find out what high school means. Those re- 
maining are simply prepared for college, and 
most of them don’t go to college; they cheat 
their students and their students’ parents. 
Young people are sent to high schoojs thet 
they may be able to better win their way 
in the world, and there is cheating when 
the high school fails te do this. No child 
should be graduated from high schoo! until 
he has demonstrated his ability to do some- 
thing, till he has shown he is to be trusted 
to earn his living, or till he is doing it. 

Compulsory work for the children of the 
rich is now as necessary as is compulsory 
education for the children of the poor. Chil- 
dren of the rich are fast becoming a class of 
juvenile delinquents and gentlemanly loaf- 
ers. They are a canker sinking into the 
heart of our society, these children who do 
not know how to work but who may control 
such powerful forces in our country. We 
should teach the snobbish girl how to clean 
a stove and make her do it; and show the 
selfish, conceited son of wealth how to make 
a chair or keep a set of books. Both will take 
a certain pride and joy in work when they 


the community. For the gilded youth 
menaces the whole social structure today.” 

Following the introduction of a resolution 
‘embodying Mrs. Bayliss’ ideas vigorous 
speeches were made by many of the dele- 
gates, both in favor of it and against it. ‘The 
general opinion seemed to be opposed to the 
plan for high sch but to favor the intro- 
duction of manual training into~grade 
schools. Mrs. William 8. Heffernan urged 
that the operation of the plan proposed for 
high schools would depopulate them in that 
a taste of work and wages would wean boys 
away from school altogether. 


Power of Press Lauded. 


The feature of the morning session was an 
address by Mrs. Edgar A. Hall, chairman 
of the press committee, urging mem bers 
of congress to codperate with newspapers in 
all possible ways because of their power 
‘ful influences for good. She asked that each 
local congress make a special effort to see 
that local newspapers were assisted in the 
gathering of news, that members overlook 
petty mistakes and slips which may occur 
in newspaper reports. She referred specifi- 
cally to THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE as an example 
of advantages and possibilities of “ the cul- 
tivation of the press.”

BEAUREGARD Hard boil five 
eggs. Remove the shells; separate the whites 
from the yolks. Put the yolks through a 
sieve; chop the whites fine or put them 
through a vegetable press. Rub a tablespoon 
of butter and one of flour together; add half 
pint of milk and stir until botling; add 
half Va teaspoonful of salt, a saltapoon of 
pepper, and the whites of the eggs. Stand 
this over hot water while you toast five 
slices of bread. Arrange them neatly on 
a platter. Pour over the white mixture, dust 
over this the yolks and a little salt and pep- 
per. Stand a moment at the oven door and 
after the yolks are warm send to the table. 
JAPANESE EGGS.—Hard boil six eggs 
and boil carefully one cup of washed rice. 
When the rice is done drain in a colander 
and stand in the oven to dry. Remove the 
shells and cut the eggs into halves cross- 
wise; take out the yolks; rub thin, adding 
gradually four boneless sardines, half a 
teaspoonful of salt, a saltspoonful of pepper. 
and two tablespoonfuls of melted butter 
or olive oil. Roll the mixture into balls 
and put it into the space from which the 
yolks were taken.

‘Owing to the fact that much erroneous 
information has been disserrinated concern- 
ing the purpose of this meeting of pig iron 
and ore producers it is thought desirable to 
make a statement which embodies the views 
of all present. 

The meeting was called for the purpose of 
hearing reports from the blast furnace in- 
terests of all sections of the country in re- 
gard to general conditions as affecting par- 
ticularly the foundry iron trade. Prices of 
pig iron were only incidentally referred to. 
There is no agreement to maintain the price 
of pig iron. Producers in different sections 
of the country are making quotations based 
on their cost of manufacture and the meas- 
ure of their necessities. Prices are now $8 
or more below the high mark of eight months 
ago and are almost without exception below 
the cost of production at northern and east- 
ern furnaces and with the exception of a 
favored few below cost at southern fur- 
naces.

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PORGRT HEROISM IN 60 YEARS 


Daring Deeds Half Century Old 
Shollid Not Be Rewarded. 


CONGRESSMAN MANN’S IDEA. 


Tells Why He Opposes Bill Honoring 
Old Garrett Students. 


No reward for three heroes of Garrett 
Biblical institute, because their deeds of 
daring were performed about fifty years ago. 
That is the position taken by Congressman 
James R. Mann of the Second congressional 
district. In à letter to the Northwestern | 
Christian Advocate, the official publication 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, Mr. 
Mann tells why he is opposing the bill to 
award medals to Edward B. Spencer, the 
late Bishop Fowler, and Bishop Hartzell for 
heroism in saving lives in great lakes disaa- 
tere in the '60s. 


Respects Heroes; Opposes Reward. 

Spencer saved seventeen lives in the wreck 
of the Lady Elgin in the lake off Evanston 
in 1860, while Bishops Fowler and Hartzell, 
who then were students in Garrett Biblical 
institute, Evanston, rescued four sailors 
from a wreck on the lake four years later. 
The bill to award them medals recently was 
presented by Congressman George E. Foss, 
and it was 8 to the committee on in- 
terstate and foreign commerce, of which 
Congressman Mann is chairman. When his 
action in opposing the bill became known the 
editor of the Northwestern Christian Advo- 
cate wrote him a letter asking for an explaa- 
nation. 

Congressman Mann’s reply is quoted in an 
editorial which is headed: ‘“‘ No Medale for 
Heroes." The letter in part is as follows: 

I do not beMeve the government should now 
eonfer medals for heroic service rendered more 
than fifty years ago; and if the government were 
to undertake. such a policy tt should include all 
People who render heroic services, and not only 
those who have acquired high standing and in- 
fluential friends. I have great respect and honor 
for the memory of Bishop Fowler, who since your 
letter has passed away; and aleo great fespect for. 


Bishop Hartzell, but that does not ¢ontrol'my | 


judgment in reference to this matter. 


Says Nation’s Honor Suffers. 
The editorial then proceeds to grill Con- 
gressman Mann severely in these words: 
Does any one imagine that England, or 
Germany, or France would refuse these men 


. medals? Will it be to the honor of this 


Ration to refuse them? Is human life so 
cheap in the estimation of Congressman 
Mann that one who saves seventeen human 


beings from death by drowning is unworthy | 


of reward? 

The heroism of Spencer ano Hartzell and 
ether students led to the establishment of a 
volunteer life saving crew at Evanston, 
which has a record of saving 500 lives. A 
congressman of Illinois should be proud to 
reward these —
